Portland  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information 
and  consideration  my  Report  for  the  year  1953  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious 
disease  during  the  year  and  no  deaths  occurred  from 
notifiable  diseases.  Measles  headed  the  list  of  notifi¬ 
cations  with  138  cases.  There  were  6  cases  of  polio¬ 
myelitis,  2  paralytic  and  b  non-paralytic. 

The  standarised  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  (18.02  per 
1,000  population)  was  slightly  higher  than  that  for  the 
previous  year  (17.38)  while  the  standarised  death  rate 
(8.5  per  1,000  population)  was  lower  than  in  1952  (9.89). 
Live  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  70. 

Once  more  it  is  a  pleasure  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  consideration  which  has 
invariably  been  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year.  I 
am  also  most  grateful  to  my  fellow  officials  and  to  the 
Council  staff  generally  for  their  helpful  co-operation. 

In  particular  Mr.  Bolt  -  your  Sanitary  Inspector  -  and 
Miss  J.  Hall  -  part-time  clerical  assistant  have  done 
much  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.

LICENSED  PREMISES 


Visits  and  inspections  have  been  carried  out  to  most  of 
the  licensed  Hotel  and  Inn  premises  in  the  District.  Constant 
hot  water  for  glass  washing  is  provided  in  every  case  and  in 
addition  the  use  of  detergents  is  general.  Several  lack 
separate  sanitary  accommodation  for  females. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  houses  in  the  District  have  a  main  water  supply 
pumped  from  the  Friar  Waddon  borehole  where  the  supply  is 
chlorinated.

Certain  works  had  been  carried  out  but  they  were  not 
considered  sufficient  to  make  the  flat  fit  in  all  respects 
for  human  habitation.

Proceedings  were  taken  in  the  Magistrates  Court  and  the 
owners  were  fined  £5  with  a  continuing  penalty  of  10s.  Od. 
per  day. 

Further  works  were  later  carried  out  and  the  Council 
have  now  determined  the  Closing  Order.

Two  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  -  one  by  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Magistrates  Court  and  one  under  the  1951 

Both  concerned  old  ladies  living  by  themselves  in  most 
insanitary  conditions. 

Several  visits  were  paid  to  another  elderly  lady  living  by 
herself  in  rooms  and  observation  of  this  case  is  being  continued 
as  it  seems  likely  that  formal  action  may  eventually  prove  to 
be  necessary. 


CUBAN  SING  OF  VERMINOUS  PERSONS  AND  THEIR  CLOTHING- 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1936,  SECTION  8.5 

In  October  I  reported  on  difficulties  which  might  arise 
if  a  verminous  person  did  not  consent  to  be  removed  for  the 
necessary  treatment  to  a  cleansing  station  -  the  procedure 
being  that  the  Local  Authority  may  then  apply  to  a  court  ol 
summary  jurisdiction  which  may  make  an  order  for  his  removal 
to  a  cleansing  station. 


The  Council  resolved  -  That  the  powers 
under  Section  85  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
to  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (INFECTIOUS  DISEASES)  REGULATIONS,  19.5.3 

These  Regulation  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1953 
and  supercede  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations  1927.  Broadly  speaking  the  new  Regulations  are 
similar  to  the  old  but  in  addition  provide  for  preventive 
steps  to  be  taken  against  the  spread  of  certain  specified 
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diseases,  viz:  Malaria,  Typhus  Fever,  Relapsing  Fever, 

Typhoid  Fever,  Paratyphoid  Fever,  and  other  Salmonella 
Infections,  Dysentery,  and  Staphylococcal  Infection  likely 
to  cause  Food  Poisoning. 

The  Regulations  enable  a  Local  Authority  to  authorise 
their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  issue  a  Notice  under  the 
Regulations  in  an  emergency  in  order  to  check  the  spread  of 
these  diseases. 

At  their  Meeting  on  the  15th  April,  1953,  the  Council 
resolved  -  That  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  authorised 
in  accordance  with  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  the  Regulations, 
generally  to  issue  any  Notice  on  behalf  of  the  Council  in 
relation  to  any  particular  case  if  in  his  judgment  it  was 
immediately  and  urgently  necessary  for  him  to  do  so  for  the 
purposes  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS.  19^8  and  1950 

MILK  AND  DAIRISS~  GULATICNS.  1949 

On  the'  5th  March  a  report  was  received  that  a  sample  of 
non-designated  milk  taken  on  the  16th  January  from  a  local 
producer-retailer  had  been  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

An  official  notice  was  at  once  served  by  registered  post  under 
Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  prohibiting 
the  producer-retailer  from  selling  undesignated  milk. 

Veterinary  inspection  of  the  herd  was  carried  out  by 
officers  of  the  Animal  Health  Division,  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  and  it  appeared  that  a  cow  sent  to  the  Knackers 
on  l4th  February  may  have  been  the  cause  of  the  trouble,

OVERCROWDING
